agitation is causing a falling off in 
the grocery trade of the retail mail 
order houses. 
The 
article says in 
part: 
“Authoritative 
information 
comes 
to us that on January I, next, the re­ 
tail mail order house of Sears Roe­ 
buck & Co., Chicago, will quit hand­ 
ling groceries. 
Employes 
of 
the 
firm’s grocery department are known 
now to be seeking places elsewhere. 
“ Persons in a position to know as­ 
sign the withdrawal of Sears, Roe­ 
buck Sc Co. from the grocery field to 
a falling off in their business in this 
department, and to the going 
into 
effect of the national pure food law 
on January I. 
“ It long has been common knowl­ 
edge that many retail 
mail 
order 
houses have done an immense bus­ 
iness in cheap, adulterated and mis­ 
branded food products. 
Under the 
new national food law they will find 
it impossible to handle any but pure 
goods, and there is every reason to 
believe they cannot 
profitably 
do 
this. 
“ The falling off in the grocery trade 
of the retail mail order houses is at­ 
tributed to the 
growing 
agitation 
against their business in general and 
against the class of food products 
sold by them in particular. 
In the 
latter regard numerous exposures by 
state food departments have exerted 
a powerful influence.” 
Continuing the article refers to the 
work of retail dealers and the trade 
press in opposing the mail order bus­ 
iness and says the value of the as- 
sistence given them by newspapers, 
which enabled them to reach the ear 
of the general public, “cannot be too 
highly estimated.”
